2. Claims 1-5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

These claims are replete with terminology for which its intended meaning is not 
understood and further are replete with idiomatic/grammatical errors. For example: 
claim 1, line 3 "are registered"; claim 2, line 2 "made of hard-with-softness plastic"; claim 

3. line 2 "made of hard plastic"; claim 4, line 2 "a solid coupling ball block" which is a 
double recitation of claim 1 , line 3; claim 5, line 1 "for non-cord Venetian blind", line 5 
"made of hard-with-softness plastic", lines 5-6 "shaped into form conforming", line 10 
"made of hard plastic" and "is provided", lines 11-12 "to be correspondingly matched", 
line 13 "shaped like the base". 

These claims are replete with terms for which there is no antecedent basis. For 
example: claim 1, line 2 "the bottom ends"; claim 5, line 1 "The cord retaining device", 
lines 3-4 "the interior of the bottom side", line 4 "the top", line 8 "the interior of the 
bottom side", line 1 1 "the top surface". 

In addition, these claims are narrative in form and replete with functional or 
operational language. For example: claim 1 , lines 4-1 0. 
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The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device.
